To the Editors of the Boston Courier : 

When an abolition ifltj a sti fi ca the new pro- 
claimed policy of the Administration, he Likes 
the ground that slavery is the came of the war, 
and that either the Government or slavery 
must be destroyed. But the Government must 
not be destroyed. Therefore slavery must 
be abolished. His first fallacy consists in a 
begging of the question, and his second in a 
deceptive substitution of terms— the Govern- 
ment for its Administration. 

His adversary denies the assumption that 
slavery is the canse of the war, any more thin 
law is the cause of transgression, or the money 
of the way-laid traveler the cause of his rob- 
bery or murder. An antecedent is not neces- 
sarily and morally a cause. Mo affirms, on the 
coutrary, that abolitionism is the causative 
antecedent of the war, and will ho fatal to the 
Government if its destructive policy he carried 
on. But Government must be sustained, an 1 
therefore all good citizens must think, and 
speak, and vote, in the exercise of their con- 
stitution, freedom, so as to secure, if that be 
possible, a better administration of it. 

This is a very considerable issue. As things 
now are, it is of great consequence that the 
people to whom the Government belongs 
should look well into the dispute. Otherwise 
they may lose their inheritance without know- 
ing it, and reparation may bo impossible. A 
government, like a houao, is more easily de- 
molished than rebuilt. 

Some of us, Mr. Editor, who bold no office 
and publish no paper, ami have no iutention 
of doing either, nave, so far, a fair claim to be 
heard in respect to the controversy now going 
on. Besides, wo have somewhat carefully 
etuddied the abolitionists, whose doctrines the 
present recognized agents of the people are 
about to carry out in their administration of 
affair?. We can speak from the book. 

Our method is historical, which is best 
adapted to the occasion. Men may speculate 
about slavery and its relations till they are 
gray and be no wiser. The doctors of that 
fashion everywhere disagree as to its origin, 
its nature, its design, its genin j , and spirit, its 
politics, ethics and theology, its science and its 
literature and manners. 

Since this war began wo h we read m my in- 
genious discussions of the subject from learned 
jurists, statesmen, divines, but only to por- 
ceive how they havo multiplied confusions. 
The writers have looked out from thoir re- 
spective different stand-points, and reasoned 
in evident subserviency to their different idols 
more numerous than ft icon has described, till 
they have bewildered themselves and — which 
is worse — the innocent but unconcious public. 
An epidemic mental disease is consequently 
sottled upon us. We wait for some highly 
raised and concentrated solvent to digest all 
their respective varieties of wisdom before a 
panacea can be found. Then, however, the 
poor afflicted patient, may be beyond recovery. 

Dotib.less the only sufficient solvent of all 
our intellectual crudities is revelation. But 
we fear the patient is too far gone, already, to 
bear a spirit raised so much above the postu- 
ral. We must content ourselves with what is 
next best — history. That gives us the wisdom 
of God in his moral providence, and to know 
that may be of great consequence iu default 
of more spiritual enlightenment. 

We find that, before the era of abolition, 
this whole country er j >yed remarkable union, 
peace, and prosperity for half a century. Its 
general officers were chosen with reference to 
no sectional pecularkies hut as representatives 
of parties indiscriminately scattered over all 
the States. No considerable sectional disputes 
arose in the Congress hut such as grew out of 
natural diversities of physical condition. Tar- 
iffs, internal improvements, bounties, and the 
like, suggested and exhausted controversy. 
The heat produced was hardly more than 
enough to produce a heiattby intellectual ac- 
tivity, and check the had tendencies of appro- 
priating majorities. So far there was but 
little difference between Northern and 
Southern politicians, in the spirit with 
which they contended, or the expedi- 
ents which they adopted. It would have 
been difficult, and of little consequence, iu a 
moral point of view, to strike a balance be- 
tween them. Neither the logic of statesmen, 
nor the craft of politicians could have awak- 
ened dangerous personal or sectional animos- 
ities, or disturbed constitutional relations, so 
long as they overstepped not tin limit3 of ex- 
pediency, and effected no moral control of the 

E ublic mind. Calhoun and Webster at the 
ead, or such men as Brooks and Sumner at 
the tail, could never have contended greatly 
to the public detriment, till the Congress let in 
subjects of discussion that concerned m yro 
immediately tho moral government of God. 
That was our original mistake, which some of 
the fathers had foreseen with fears and warn- 
ings — the common mistake of all countries, 
as virtue declines — of essaying, wittingly or 
unwittingly, to bring together what God re- 
quires ufc to keep asunder— the Church and the 
Htate. Till we made that blunder the country 
was united, prosperous, and happy. There 
had been no such instance in the history of the 
world. 

If there were, before that time, any danger- 
ous plotters against the Government, North or 
South, we find no evidence of it in history. 
That there may have been men on both sides, 
ready to have taken advantage of occasions to 
exalt themselves on the ruins of the republic, 
it is not improbable, for Americans arc no ex- 
ceptions to the common law of selfishness and 
ambition. But such men could have made no 
figure. The Union, the Constitution, and the 
laws are sacred, and tho country would have 
rejected any conspiracy against them as n 
healthy stomach rejects poisou. Such mad- 
ness could have reached no higher than a 
whisky insurrection. We were safe and hon- 
orable till the moral balance was deranged, 
and the Church and State fell out of their true 
relations to each other and to moral govern- 
ment. 

We were tempted, almost unconsciously, 
into that snare by introducing a moral ele- 
ment — slavery — into the reckoning of politics, 
and thereby brought Church and State to- 
gether down to that lower level. From that 
time our glory has departed. Our Christiani- 
ty has become secular, and our secular glory 
has beem dimmed in having lost tho reflection 
of a more spiritual light. We have substitu- 
ted speculation for faith, and our speculative 
discussions have been degraded into angry 
wrangling*. We have made God and meii 
to exchange places. His institutes and His 
constitutions we have interpreted by the 
‘‘higher law” of our own conceits. We have 
converted the sovereign law-giver into a poli- 
tician. We have discussed by our own stan- 
dards, and determined by vote, how it i3 best 
for him to carry on His government of the 
world. We have inquired not what He has 
willed and said and done, but what it ia ex 
pedient for Him to will and say and do, 
according to a master, a party, or* a school. 
We have popularized our creeds, measured 
principles by their utilities, men by their 
clothes, and God himself b? His supposed sub- 
„ lervieocy to our ideas, ‘ 



L‘*t n> observe the process: The South is 
ala vc bolding. It is so cpustitutiotHiUy and le- 
gally. Slavery enters into the structure of its 
society; not a tiling of accident, poaatbly not 
everywhere of preference, but an inheritance 
according to tho common law of earth — a 
providential order — without which, in view of 
necessarily, that is of naturally and statedly 
existing diversities of race, culture, and con- 
dition, the social state could not have been 
constituted at all, and “life, liberty, and hap- 
piness” would have been insecure to a civilian 
Did Christian people, who had just bought 
them at so great a price. Slavery was not, in- 
deed, the corner-stone, but the practical con- 
I i cion of the Union, the Constitution, and the 
laws. Whatever disadvantages wore admit- 
ted to attend it, l.ke all other institution? ad- 
ministered by men, it was held to he legiti- 
mate. It hid existed in the usage* of na- 
tions, for tho ends of social conservatism 
and of moral government, since Cain was 
stigm itized and made a fugitive and vaga- 
bond on earth, and Ham was consigned, in 
*»ne lino of his descendants, to ths rule of 
S'.iem and Juphctb. It was common law. It 
was incorporated into the civil institutes of 
Moses. It was recogniz'd accordingly by 
Christ and his Apostles. They regulated it 
by the just and benevolent precepts of the 
New Testament. They condemned all inter- 
meddlers with it — such as they predicted of 
tho last days of the Christian dispensation— -as 
“proud, knowing nothing but doting about 
questions and strifes of words, whereof cometh 
envy, strife, railings, evil purmisings, perverse 
lisputings of men of corrupt minds and desti- 
tute of the truth,” from whom all Christians, 
and especially tho pastors of the flock, should 
turn away. The fathers were not remarkably 
considerate of these things, bat they were not 
ignorant of them. They accordingly held 
pin very to be exceptionable only in its abuses, 
and that notwithstanding abuses, it should bo 
left to the regulations of the States whose cli- 
mate, soil, or other physical habitudes or con- 
ditions should need them to retain it. 

It actually obtained, at the adoption of the 
Constitution, in all but a single otate, which 
had early favored the introduction of the new' 
philosophy, and whose experience had found 
•t to be unprofitable. Wherever it was subse- 
quently abolished, its want of physical adap- 
tation and its consequent inconveniences, not 
its essential wrongfulness, were mainly the 
reasons of its abolition. Against that, in an 
early period, Jonathan Edwards had pro- 
tested, in vindication of moral government; 
and, to assert hisChristian liberty, had bought 
a slave. Thoughtful men were not troubled 
by the tiling itself, but only by its accidents. 
The philosophy of sentiment and romance 
had not then extensively infected the des- 
cenders of the Puritans. If excitable 
individuals among them h.td begun to 
feel the aura of the dawning illuminism 
and cosino|K)liti8in of that perio 1, and conse- 
quently condemned slavery by that criterion, 
even they were not regardless of their plight- 
ed faith. They saw no justifiable remedy for 
the supposed evil, but in such amendments of 
the Constitution asaro provided for in that in- 
strument itself, or in friendly constitutional 
legislation, or the insensible influence of prov- 
idential or moral causes, that could not be 
reckoned or compelled beforehand. So it 
stood — an integral part ot the best social edi- 
fice that had ever been reared by ra*n, and 
contributing, in its own constituted order, to 
an unexampled prosperity. So it stood — an 
occasion, indeed, of many wrongs and suffer- 
ings such aa are incident to earth, but also of 
invaluable and otherwise impossible benefits 
to a degraded people, thereby brought nearer 
to tho usages of civilized life, and, iu as great 
proportion as our own citizens, iuto fellowship 
with the Church ot God. 

So it stood, till a generation arose that com- 
prehended none of these living realities, that 
honored not the God of the fathers, and for his 
everlasting word of natural und revealed re- 
ligion, substituted a “higher law." Among 
them were born tho abolitionists, who are 
now, officially, supreme over the land. They 
were, at first, a small da w of speculative en- 
thusiasts, intoxicated by the airy pantheism of 
France and Germany, which had covertly 
breathed its spirit into the “glittering gener- 
alities” of the Dec’a r ation of Independence, and 
by that instrument insensibly infected the 
pub^cmind. They were men of no mark or 
figure, inflated viiionaries, mistaking their 
own fancies for sn>ther gospel, which is not 
another, destitute of all practical concern for 
Church or State, and affecting only supp-.snble 
or possible, undefined and undefinable in- 
terests oi* humanity in general. But they 
were ambitious, insinuating, resolved, aud 
reckless. Intent upon an imaginary univer- 
sal restitution, before God s appointed time, by 
sweeping processes ot what they called re- 
forty, without discrimination of time, place, 
age, sex, race, capacity, or condition, and pas- 
sionately heated at evils attending the or- 
dained relations of social life — evils growing 
not out of the relations themselves, but the 
bad passions of our common nature — tho very 
passions by which the}” were unconsciously 
inflamed — they affected to restore society by 
first destroy in r it, and, thenceforward, not by 
the renewal of individual minds according to 
Christianity, but by political reformations and 
reconstructions, according to their own spec- 
ulative conceit. They aspired to a mil- 
lenium not of grace, but of nature; not 
spiritual by the power of tho Holy Ghost, 
but platonic, according to the impulses 
and sentiments of the natural mind. They 
put feeling in the place of conscience. They 
substituted a mau-God for the God-man; im- 
aginary human rights for revealed human du- 
ties; and tho happiness of the creature for tho 
glory of tbo Creator — a happiness consisting 
not in a spiritual likeness to God, as the Scrip- 
ture has described, but in the multiplying 
agreeable sensations according to the baptized 
paganism of sophisticated schoolmen. They 
referred the irregularities of society to re- 
straints unnaturally laid by the family, the 
State, the Church, for which they substituted 
a more refined free love, a self-determining 
will, aud a liberty to enjoy whatever God and 
nature had put into their hands. Such, at 
least, was tho spirit and geniu3 of the idolatry 
which, at length embodied itself in the aboli- 
tionism of the North, developing, however, 
variously, according to the different tempera- 
ments, Pastes, mental and moral habits, or the 
associations, and other accidental peculiarities 
ot the individuals who fell in itd snare. 

Great errors do not obtain currency and be- 
come effect, but a 3 they are permitted to have 
reference to respectable authority. Unhappi- 
ly for the county, abolitionists acquired that 
advantage. For it was an illusion that glar- 
ed, at the same tiino, upon the benevolent 
seekers and the infatuated dreamers of a com- 
mon salvation, and captivated for a time, 
some whom it could not absolutely seduce 
or hopelessly dostroy. It was so as when, 
under a similar temptation in tho mother 
country, some such men as Edmund Burke, 
and Robert Hall were borne on the deceitful 
current of false opinions till the roar of the 
tumblingcataract awoke them, and they were 
hardly saved by ftpringing into the eddies, or 
clinging to the rocks. Forgetful of tho les- 
sons ot history and revelation, they were 
slow to believe that a wisdom which boasted 
such groat things of ft superior light and a 
heavenly charity could be, after all, shallow 
and delusive. 

They sympathized generously or benevo- 
lently, with afflicted humanity, and the paint- 
ed dream of universal emancipation which 
played before their excited fancies seemed a 
realization of wlmt belongs only to an age in 
the dark, un revealed futurity of Providence, 
to which we have yet to pass amid scenes 
more terrible than any of the antecedent rev- 
olutions through which Jesus Christ has been 
advancing to His throne of judgment and of 
glory. So hero, a f. w like Adams and Chan- 
ning, to say nothing of distinguished living 
men, by we know not what secret political or 
philosophical bias, what vein of morbid sen- 
timent^ what blurred ethical or theological vis- 
ion, by words whose meaning they did not 
measure, by reasonings inconsistent with some 
of their acknowledged principles, and unwor- 
thy of their intellect and their fame, gave en- 
couragement, if not patronage, to the danger- 
ous idolatry. 

Abolition became an institution, organic 
and vital — body and soul — a working pow'er, 
representative of a new type of moral and 
social wisdom — improved, comprehensive, 
philosophical, and destined to prevail. As its 
gandy sophistry took its natural, popular ef- 
fect, it assumed to be arrogant, insulting, and 
encroaching. It was envious of God’s appoint- 
ed orders, the family, tlih State, the Church — 
and serupied not to assail their blood-cemented 
foundations. It labeled the Constitution as a 
“league with death, and a covenant with hell. 

It set up its propaganda, assembled its conven- 
tions, and sent abroad its agents. It became a 
subtle disputant, acunning innovator, a daring 
reformer, a fiery agitator, a virulent declaim 
er, a malignant denouncer, implacable perse- 
cutor. Gaining confidence at its acquired as- 
cendency over the simple, the curious, the 
fearful, the imaginative, the sentimental, tho 
undiciplited, the passionate— -it aspired to po| 
ular control and revolutionary distinction. 
But to that end it must become religious. It 
was ready, lor the occasion. It appealed ac 
cordingly to the moral sense now jostled from 
its popularity. It appealed to scripture, now 
twisted by improved versions, arbitrary 
criticism?, and fantastic commentaries, from its 
literal, direct, and scientific meanings, till it 
was made as subservient and obscure as a 
Delphic oracle — the very scripture which it 
had before denounced as hostile to its ideas, or 
had disparaged as unworthy of competition 
with its higher law. It even clothed itself in 
the robes or* sanctity and kept its Sabbaths. 
It assumed control, ex tensive! v, of the religious 
press. It ascended the platform and the pul- 
pit. It figured at anniversaries. It dispensed, 
■ ex cathedra, the oracles of the new divinity, 
and imprecated the wrath of heaven upon all 
who refused fealty and homage. T o the g:t 



end, also, it must be political. It affected the 
well-!) dug ot tho Stato. U studied intrigue 
cud finesse. It became an expert. It mastered 
nil the Chicanery of wires, caucuses, and con- 
vention?. It calculated its iorces. It disci- 
plined its rank?. It found the balance of pow- 
er, and then sold itself to the progressive party. 
Tho price was the government of the country. 
The object was the dissolution of the*TJnion, 
and then the introduction of iu New Jerusa- 
lem — Returning Messiah — a Church and State 
Medchisedek — king and priest— imp* won a ted 
in an Independent or a Tribune. We have 
soen with what a Sliv lock savagenees it has 
iu sis tod oa the bond. We have seen how tame- 
ly the constituted keeper of our liberties has 
consented to the sacrifice. 

Such is the morel record of abolitionism, 
down to the date of the President's proclama- 
tion. It ha3 been but imperfectly understood. 
Hence our confusions. Wise and learned 
civilians have left it too much out of their 
reckoning of our public difficulties and dan- 
gers, because it is moral and therefore not in 
the line of their professional pursuits. But 
this is to be false to fact, dishonorable to his- 
tory, and dangerous to the Church and State. 
It is to heal the h urt of tho daughter of the 
people slightly, and perpetuate controversy 
aud war. The moral question which divides 
us is supremo. There can be now no sound 
philosophy, no comprehensive judgment where 
it is not so installed, and all judgment will be 
unjust without it. Abolitionism stands out 
historically, the active, practical cause of all 
our troubles. Without it, other existing 
causes would have been of* no effect. It was 
manifestly so when it began to figure 
in the halls of Congress. It has been 
so in all our subsoqoent discussions 
which have fillod the land with 
strife. It was more manifestly so in it3 alli- 
ance with miscalculating politicians in the 
Fremont campaign, and more decisively in 
their demonstration at Chicago. It was so not 
less remarkably iu its appropriation of religious 
men, and the convention of enaally miscalcu- 
lating representatives of thp churches. Many 
of these good and patriotic citizens, lav and 
cleri al, meant not what they did. Their eyes 
were hidden. Wo blame them not for bad in- 
tentions, but a bad mistake. Un the stormy 
sea of politics, and iu the cloud3 of speculation 
and romance, they had lost their reckoning. 
They were blinded by old prejudices of sect and 
party. They heeded not those great men who 
died uttering the voices of remonstrance and of 
warning. Tuey perceived not that true conser- 
vatism had been obliged by the new idolatry to 
change its residence; that party names were 
no longer significant of things, and that our 
issues must be changed. They understood not 
that American liberty had lost its balance; 
that they who should henceforth follow its 
mimic watch cry would, without a miracle, 
fall iato coni i3ioD, aid probaby open the 
way for a bloody despotism that would lord it 
over tho heritage of God. They had not 
studied that subtle power — a power of the air 

which, by i’a apparent subserviency, actu- 
ally ruled them, and still claims to be their 
master. It has, indeed, its hold upon them. 
It insists ruthlessly upon the bond. It will 
have it, for its pressure bears a’ong the rulers 
of the people, aud, with it, the life blood of the 
Church and State, if another Daniel come not to 
judgment, or if Faueuil Hall introduce not an 
era of deliverance, aud reverse the judgment 
of Altoona and the capital. 

So wo make good our case. Abolitionism 
is at fault. It is false aud wrong. It destroys 
the ancient landmarks. It obliterates the old 
paths. It puts its heel on constitutional rela- 
tions. It sunders what God has united, and 
unites what God has sundered. It would sub- 
vert the Government of the country, which is 
of God, and “whoso resisteth the power re- 
sisfetb tho ordinance of God” — and all the 
worse for affecting to keep it. And it is mad- 
ness, though there is a method in it. What 
for should we commit this wrong? What for 
should we violate our plighted faith? What 
for should we reject the dictates of religion, 
the usages of civilized and Christian life, the 
claims of humanity, tho providential enlarge- 
ment of superior roceo, and doom, as we 
necessarily must, an inferior, imbecile, and 
dependent race, which God has committed to 
oar trust, to* a condition worse than sla- 
very — to a lingering, miserable, and 
hopeless death? What for should we affect 
to change tfie spots of the leopard or 
the 6kin of tho Ethiopian? What for to 
equalize qualities that God has made judi- 
ciously unequal for better conservation of 
the sinful world, and nie safer distribution of 
its selfish forces till its probation shall natural- 
ly end? To undertake what is impossible is 
absurd. To force an absurdity, wnere such 
great interests are at stake, is to violate the 
constitution cf the universe, the haj pi ness of 
man, and the honor of the Creator. I’o do ? t 
at a cost of blood which fills the land with 
mourning, a.n l of untold millions, if not of 
gold, yet of promises to pay it, which could be 
redeemed only by the bloody sweat of an 
abused and suffering people, is an evil passing 
ail the powers of computation. We are bound 
to look at these things, not technically, not 
politically, not speculatively, but morally and 
practically as they are. We are bound to pro- 
test against them, and against the administra- 
tion of the Government, if need be, for the 
sake of the Government itself; not forcibly, 
but by free speech and free votes, and an ap- 
peal to Him who deals not with images but 
realities, and “will render to every man ac- 
cording to his work.”

SOUTHWESTERN KENTUCKY. 

Con m hub, Ky., Dec. 23, 1S62. 

It is still impossible to learn positively about 
the operations of tho enemy in this depart- 
ment. Reports up to noon place him at Hick- 
man, some 3,300 strong, but there is no one in 
town able to endorse any of tbeso reports. 

The troops that left here last night or yes 
tenfay evening returned today about 9 o’clock 
A. M„ and about noon two companies were 
sent out t<5 Union City. 

There is considerable excitement here, but I 
find no intelligent persons who believe that 
the enemy intends to attack this place. 

The command of troops here was to-day, 
by Special Order No. 135, turned over to Gen. 
Tuttle. The Order reads: “The 21st Missouri 
volunteers, Col. Moore; 40th Iowa, Col. Gar- 
rett: detachment of 35th Iowa, Lieut. Col. 
Kothrock; detachment of 110th Illinois, Lieut.

Let Erola.no Attend to Her Own Busi- 
ness. — T he language of Lord Russell, Lord 
Palmerston, and other members, ministerial and 
opposition, of the British Parliament, in re- 
gard to General Butler s New Orleans woman 
proclamation, is calculated to arouse the deep- 
est indignation iti this county and that in- 
iignation wiil be enhanced, if possible, if it 
is true that the British Government, has pro- 
tested to our Government on the sAme subject. 
The question here is not whether Butler was 
right or wrong (though, in truth, it is now ap- 
parent that he took the most unfortu- 
nate, impolitic, and boorish manner 
tsible to express a proper idoa). 
\merican people put him out of sight entirely, 
and only ask, by what authority doe? Great; 
Britain assume to take care of the “interests 
of humanity,” and to bo the keeper of the 
morals and conscience of the entire world? It 
is this impudent assumption which creates 
feeling, not simply of resentment, but of ap- 
prehension For what may not be apprehend- 
ed from a powerful nation imbued with such 
a meddlesome spirit? Is it uot evident that 
her fours are the only guarantees against her 
exactions, and that the price of her friendship 
must be subjection to her whims and caprices 
by weaker nations? 

In a word, she literally aspires to rule the 
world. Her statesmen seem as absolutely 
puffed up with overgrown consequence as any 
of her retail mercantile cockneys. They have 
an idea, cherished no doubt, by the slavish 
adulation always lavished on them by the ab- 
olitioniat, of this country, that their opinions 
and wishes are of importance here. Perhaps, 
too, they think we are too distracted to resent 
their claims to take ail mankind under their 
wings and teach them to behave themselves 
like good, obedient children. They are mistak- 
en in this. 

We know, and ail civilized people know, that 
England has been, from the time of the Cru- 
sades, the great fillibueter of Christendom — a 
raagnificientbucanneer, taking what she want? 
by the strong hand, and whining forth, like 
some of the sea rovers of old, praises to God, 
while she practises cruelty and insolence upon 
men. We know, therefore, what, her zeal for 
the morality of our Generals and armies me$ns. 
She i? getting a pretext ready for that day of 
“exhaustion” which her penny-a liners talk 
about, when she can “mediate,” dictate, and, 
perhaps, rule this continent. 

Now that day will never come. The North 
will not be exhausted by the war. It can, cer- 
tainly endure all that Great Britain did in the 
beginning of the present century and survive 
it as greatly and prosperously as she did. It 
her statesmen would be more circumspect, and 
not drop so many words of comfort and half 
suggestions of hope to the rebels, the 
war would be ended in a much shorter 
time. As it is, the Southerners fight on in 
the desperate expectation of assistance from 
her — aid which, if it comes, will make a sol- 
dier of every man capable of bearing arms in 
the loyal States. When that day comes it will 
be decided literally, who shall survive as a 
first class nation — the United .States, with nat- 
ural resources so rich that men cannot labor 
without amassing property, or Great Britain, 
with her overworked millions crowded into 
little islands, not much too large to form coun- 
ties here. — Detroit Free Press.

A member of the Border State Committee 
appointed by the recect caucus states, that, in 
the interview that committee had with the 
President yesterday, he informed them that, 
in regard to his emancipation proclamation, 
lie had acted from the belief that it would 
effect Rood results; but, i( he could be con- 
vinced to the contrary, he would modify his 
position upon that subject, his purpose being 
to do the best he could under All the circum- 
stances that surround him. 

Telegraphic Despatch. 

We accept the President's avow al ns one 
made in good faith. 

Now, does he, iu his conscience, believe, 
w eighing nil the facts and reflections that have 
been brought home to him since the issuing 
of his proclamation, that the enforcement of 
the proclamation “would effect good results' 

We cannot for the life of us believe that he 
docs. 

What are the “good results'’ the President 
wishes to “effect"? Speaking generally, are 
they not, first, the suppression of the rebellion, 
and, secondly, the re-establishment of the 
government in the revolting States? He will 
not deny that they are. But what is the in- 
evitable tendency of the policy of emancipa 
tion in relation to these two grand results? 

The suppression of the rebellion depends on 
the concord of the North, seconded by the 
discord of the South; but the policy of eman- 
cipation creates discord in the North and con- 
cord in the South: it augments the strength 
and heightens the spirit of the rebellion 
while it diminishes the strength and depresses 
the spirit of the nation. Nor is this all The 
policy of emancipation nt once confirms the 
disposition of foreign powers to intervene in 
our affairs and furnishes a specious occasion 
for their intervention. It enfeebles and de- 
moralizes 11 s at home and endangers and dis 
graces U3 abroad. 

Su.-li has been the effect of the mere initia- 
tion or announcement of the policy of eman- 
cipation. The President cannot in candor de 
ny this. The public archives unequivocally at- 
test it. The theatre of war is strewn thick 
with monuments to the mournful truth. Can 
the President sincerely doubt that the ex- 
ecution of this policy, or a serious attempt 
to execute it, would aggravate the exist- 
ing evils to a pitch utterly fatal to the success- 
or the war? Cun he doubt, that, in substi- 
tuting the scheme of the abolitionists for the 
constitution, and in waging the war for the 
execution of the former instead of for the 
maintenance of the latter, he would give the 
war a character that, whilst repelling the sup- 
port of the loyal people, would evoke the ut- 
most strength of the united South, backed by 
the sympathies of the whole foreign world 
if not aided by the active intervention of the 
great European Powers? Can the President 
honestly doubt this? 

If he can, we confess the process by which 
he raises the doubt is a mystery to us. Be- 
yond all rational question, the loyal people 
would not prosecute such a war, if they could 
prosecute it successfully, and they could not 
prosecute it successfully, if they would. The 
attempt to execute the policy, if it should be 
seriously entered upon and obstinately per- 
sisted in, would serve only to render the sup- 
pression of the rebellion impracticable. It 
would defeat in lieu of effecting the first 
grand result which the President has in view. 
And, in defeating this, it would defeat all 
tpaking total shipwreck of our cause 

But suppose, tnat, notwit hstanding a serious 
and obstinate attempt to execute the policy of 
emancipation, the rebellion should be sup- 
pressed, and our arms should become triumph 
ant over the rebel States, what then? Could 
we, notwithstanding the inexorable prosecu- 
tion of the attempt, re-establish the govern 
ment in those States? Could we, if under 
this fearful drawback we accomplished the 
first grand result we are seeking, accomplish 
under the same fearful drawback the second and 
still more grand one? Could we, in spite of the 
execution of the scheme of abolition by the 
iron hand of military force, win back tha South- 
ern people to their allegiance? Could we, in 
the face of such a policy so enforced, sup- 
press the rebellion in the hearts of the people, 
even though we had suppressed it in their 
cities and upon their plains? Could we, after 
casting aside the magic rod of the constitution, 
and felliqg tbc rebels with the bludgeon of 
abolition, make them kiss the weapon of op- 
pression aud of insult, and acknowledge the 
odious supremacy it symbolized? The notion 
cannot be harbored for a moment by any re- 
liccting person. It is an affront to common 
sense. It is a libel upon human nature. 

Besides, supposing, if we may be allowed 
for an instant to harbor the notion in an hy- 
pothesis, that the Southern people should sub- 
mit willingly to the scheme of abolition im- 
posed upon them under such galling circum- 
stances oftyranny, the government, even in this 
impossible event, would not be re-established, 
but, instead thereof, the arbitrary power of a 
faction of merciless Jacobins would he estab 
li9hed, not only in the South, but in the North 
also. The constitution would vanish from all 
parts of the land. A central despotism might 
survive, but the government, as our fathers 
framed it, would have perished. The policy 
of emancipation, therefore, if it should not 
defeat the fir3t great end of the wflr, would in- 
fallibly defeat the last and greater end. It 
would thus balk the whole war. It would, at 
best, defeat all the “good results” for which 
the President, in common with his loyal 
countrymen, is stiiving, But in fact it would 
render the war infinitely worse than abortive. 

If the government could not be re-estab- 
lished, 03 assuredly it could not be in the case 
supposed, the rebel States, dropping the ab- 
surd hypothesis that they would submit wil 
lingly to this scheme of abolition, would of 
necessity be held as subjugated provinces or 
suffered to lie in sullen contumacy at the feet 
of the central power, in either event nursing 
the sense of wrong and humiliation, and 
waiting eagerly for an opportunity to rise and 
strike under its burning inspiration. And, 
considering the distraction and embarrass- 
ment of every kind inseparable from such a 
condition of the country, and considering es- 
pecially the ill-disguised eagerness of the Eu- 
ropean Powers to deal a finisbingstroketothe 
American Union, how long, think you, Mr. 
President, the vengeful rebels would have to 
wait for the opportunity they desired? 

At furthest, not long, and the period, be it 
long or short, would measure the existence, 
not of the government of our fathers, for that 
would have perished already, but of that po 
litical unity in which, arbitrary though it 
would be, the vital spark of the nation might 
still linger, to be perchance rekindled under 
nobler auspices in a better day. The last 
breath of the life of the nation would be pres- 
ently trampled out, and the continent, so 
lately illuminated by the towering light of 
our national freedom and independence, 
would sink back into the thick dark- 
ness of I ,tt-v — L tl servitui 



I The slar of American liberty, the joy cf its 
own laud aud the hope of all others, would 
set in the midnight wave of despotism, never 
again to rise. We should be left a football to 
kings and chieftains. We should become p j 
mere counter in that game of empire wherein ■ 
we have played heretofore so glorious a part. 

In a word, we should become a liviug shame! 

Here, and not in the “good results” at 
which Mr. Lincoln aims, the policy of eman- i 
cipatiou would laud us, if it should be carried j 
remorselessly into execution. It would not 
only subvert the Constitution but dismember ^ 
ihe Union and extinguish the vital (lame of | 
political freedom on the continent. But it will 
not be carried into execution, remorselessly 
or otherw ise. It cannot he. It is in the very 
nature of the case wildly impracticable. The 
Washington despatches of yesterday evening 
assert thnt “the President will stand fast by 
the policy announced in his proclamation of 
freedom,” and that he “is already engaged in 
considering the terms of a proclamation to be 
issued on New- Year’ s-Day.” This may be 

true, though we hope it is not, and hope all 
the more confidently because the contrary is 
asserted by the telegraph, which strikingly 
resembles the Duma of I’ersius, who was 
So truo n l-oguo, for lying's sake he lied ; 
hut, whether the assertion is true or untrue, 
the direct effect will be much the same, inas- 
much ns the President, whatever he may he 
induced to proclaim, will never seriously at- 
tempt to execute the proclamation, for, the 
moment he is called upon to do so, he will 
comprehend, what we have repeatedly urged, 
that it would require a special army to enforce 
the proclamation, and that he must either let 
the proclamation lie a dead letter or else by 
dividing and dispersing the army expose it to 
certain destruction. The President may ad- 
here to the policy of his proclamation, but, as 
we are thoroughly persuaded, he will not un- 
dertake to enforce it. Ilis abstinence on this 
point is a military necessity. Arul he will so 
find it, if he staves ahead sufficiently far. 

There is another thing which the President 
would do well to consider, and which we trust 
he will consider, before he commits himself 
further in the direction of the mad policy of 
emancipation. A little upwards of sixty days 
from uow, the new Congress, which as it is 
true to the Union and the Constitution is hos- 
tile to this whole policy, will come into official 
being. Now, it is ndmitted by Mr. Lincoln's 
own political friends that the military power 
of the President is subject to the control of 
Congress. “Sir, ’ said Senator Fessenden, in 
debate a few days ago, “I am not for renounc- 
ing our powers. Wc stand over the President 
in many particulars; above him, in my judg- 
ment, so far as his military power is concerned. 
He holds it subject to Congress, aud to con- 
gressional rules and congressional laws; hut 
the time has not come yet when Congress has 
seen lit to trammel him; and when it does 
come, I dare say it will he quite ready to ex 
rcise its power.” Coming from the Republi- 
can leader in the Senate, these are memorable 
words, and arc not likely to be forgotten in 
that near day when the conservatives, the 
mortal enemies of the policy of the proclama- 
tion, shall be a power in the National Legis- 
lature. 

Laying aside every other consideration, 13 it 
wise, is it proper, is it seemly, for the President 
to rush upon a policy which the people have 
condemned with an emphasis mounting to in- 
dignation, and which in the course ot a few 
weeks or months the people's representatives 
will unquestionably cancel with the hand of au- 
thority? Surely it i3 not either. A course of 
conduct more unworthy of the Chief Magistrate 
of a great nation, under any circumstances but 
particularly under circumstances involving 
the issues of national life and death, could 
hardly be imagined. So at least we conceive 
The consideration appears to us not undeserv 
ing the most careful attention of President 
Lincoln. We hope this consideration and all 
;he other considerations appertaining to the 
case will receive from him the attention they 
deservo. He owes thus much to himself as 
well as to his country and to mankind.

theories, for the purpose of teaching those who 
would tax the means of diffusing information 
among the people for selfish purposes, and arc 
actuated by an insatiate avarice, that, while 
we would always be pleased to have them 
make fair profits on their business entcrpriie> 
wc shall resist the association of any mt 
or set of men who would take advantage of 
accidental circumstances to increase the prices 
of newspapers. There is no branch of home 
manufactures which ha3 been so carefully 
nurtured by those who use its productions 
All the expenses attending experiments to 
find new articles a3 a substitute for cotton 
rags and waste have been cheerfully paid by 
newspaper proprietors, and large premiums 
have at different times been offered by them 
to stimulate discovery. There is no branch of 
productive industry where the interests of the 
consumer and manufacturer arc so closely 
identified as the relations between the paper 
maker and the book or news publisher. Any 
attempt therefore on the part of the paper 
manufacturers to separate those in, crests or to 
cause any conflict between them, must work 
to the ultimate disadvantage of the those who 
commence the antagonism. If this cannot be 
effected by the passage of the bill of Mr. Col. 
fax, there are other expedients which will 
soon bring the paper makers to a realizing 
sense of the great mistake they made when 
they set the hornet’s nest of an indignant and 
outraged press buzzing about their ears. 

There is said to be trouble again upon 
the Louisville k Nashville railroad. There 
seems to be great danger that travel and trans- 
portation will be interrupted. When such 
unpleasant events occur, we are all apt to be 
very quick to censure the military authorities! 
not duly considering perhaps what a vast un 
dertaking it is to keep open a railroad ex 
tending upwards of two hundred miles 
through a partially hostile region. An army 
of fifty thousand men spread along the whole 
extent would bo less than fifty to the mile, and 
it would seem as if this were utterly insuffi 
cient to protect the road against the sudden 
dashes of rebel leaders at the head of thou 
sands of men moving with the celerity of Mor. 
gun’s aud Forrest's guerillas. 

If the whole army at Nashville were added 
to the forces now upon the rond, there would 
still, it appears to us, be danger of the destruc- 
tion of the cars or of bridges and trestle-work 
by sudden rebels raids. The enemy can al 
ways concentrate upon a single point, choos- 
ing the weakest for their purpose. The keep- 
ing open of our great thoroughfare is appre- 
ciated by our authorities, and it will be done 
as far as the means at their command will 
allow. 

A correspondent suggests that 
Hartsville recreants bo required to wear not 
only night caps but petticoats. We object to 
that. We don’t want the ladies to become 
disgusted with petticonts. Quite enough of 
them wear the breeches already. 

It will be found that the withdrawal 
across the Rappahannock was but a running 
back for a new spring. But we trust that the 
new spring will not be against impregnable 
bulwarks.

Akothru Kktibl Invasion' ok Rkxtucky. 
We published tho report on Thursday last 
that a large rebel force, under command Of 
Kirby Smith and John Morgan, had crossed 
the Cumberland river in the vicinity of Harlr- 
ville, and stated that their design was to make 
a daah opon the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad. It is known that John Morgan's 
command of about 3,000 cavalry, with two 
pieces of artillery entered Glasgow on Wednes- 
day, but not without opposition on the part of 
the Michigan regiment which was holding the 
place. The Michigan regiment fell back in 
the direction of Bowling Green. In the en- 
gagement the Federals lost one Captain, two 
privates, and the rebelseustained a loss of two 
Captains, five subordinates, and seven prison- 
ers. The rebels were then reinforced, and re- 
mained in possession of the piace. The rebels 
wero dressed in the national uniform, and by 
that means, to some extent, surprised o r 
forces. 

On Thursday Colonels Gray and Shanks, 
with their forces attacked the rebels at Bear 
Wallow, in Hart county, not far from Cave 
City, tho rebels having previously done some 
damage to the road at Glasgow Jtinctioo. 
At the last account the Federals had put the 
rebels to flight, having killed one of their 
number, and taken sixteen prisoners. Tie 
Federals sustained no loss. 

It Is out of this a (lair, doubtless, that the 
rumor grew about a subsequent engagement 
near Cave City, in which it is said that the 
rebel Captain, Wm. Jones, of this city, and a 
Mississippi Captain were killed. 

It would be improper for us to state in de- 
tail tho nature of the movements for the cap- 
ture or repulse of the rebel forces now in Ken- 
tucky, but we have confidence that tho State 
will soon bo rid of their presence, not howevt r 
until the Insolent enemy shall have been se- 
verely punished. 

II it should prove that the report is correct 
that the Cumberland river is rising rapidly, 
the rebel flight back to Tennessee will be ma- 
terially delayed, and the chances for their cap- 
ture will be very fair. 

The fuct that a formidable force, under Kirby 
Smith and John Morgan, is again in the very 
heart of our 8tate cannot and need not be dis- 
guised. Tho Louisville and Nashville Railroad, 
the only line of communication between this 
city and Nashville, and the only thoroughfare 
through which the grand army o r the Cumber- 
land can at present receive supplies, has been 
damaged to such an extent that transportation 
over that route must cease. 

The latest and most reliable information we 
have received from the line of the railroad, wo 
obtained from the conductor, Capt. Swinney, 
who returned from 8onora last evening in 
charge of the train which left this city yes- 
terday morning with ammunition and other 
supplies for our forces at Green river. 

When the train arrived at Sonora, ten miles 
below Elisabethtown, those on board heard 
rapid and heavy firing at Munfordville, and 
there is but little doubt that an engagement 
took place there yesterday. Capt. Swinney 
felt his way with his train to a point al>out 
half a mile below Sonora, where the track is 
skirted by heavy Umber. The train had no 
sooner arrived at the wood than it was fired 
npon by rebel cavalry, a portion of the force 
galloping off at full speed, as if they were en- 
deavoring to get in the rear of tho train. No 
damage was done to the train, nor was any 
person on board injured. 

Eighteen or twenty rebel cavalrymen were 
seen at another point in that vicinity, but ti.ev 
made no hostile demonstration. When the 
train alluded to left Elizabethtown last even 
ing, it was reported that the rebel pickets were 
entoring that place. 

We were Blow to beilevo the report that a 
rebel force of eleven thousand had crossed the 
Cumberland near Hartsville, on their way to 
the interior of Kentucky, but this movement 
of the rebel cavalry on the line of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad removes all doubt 
npon that score. There may be eomo connec- 
tion, too. between the rumored advance of 
Gen. Floyd and Humphrey Marshall from 
Northeastern Kentucky and the movement of 
the rebele In the Southern portion of the State, 
and It is not unlikely that the armies ap- 
proaching from either direcUon meditate a 
jnnetion in the Bluegraes Region and another 
raid upon the Capital of the Slate. 



CeiT The officers of the Thirty-fourth Regi- 
ment Kentucky Volunteers, Col. Dent, had a 
very pleasant reunion on Christmas Day. A 
cold collation was served, after which tho 
Quartermaster rend letters from Geu. Boyle, 
Capt. Fosses, and others, who regretted their 
unavoidable absence on account of previous 
engagement*. Capt. Hull 6enta sentimen' — 
‘ The health of our army — tho memorirs of its 
noble dead and the Union which it seeks to 
uphold — may each receive the preserving care 
of Him who is the God of Hatties and the God 
of Nations” — to which Lieut. Wood added: 
“Mav we soon, meet again to celebrate the re- 
turn of the Angel of Peaco, with the Union 
as it was on one wing and the Constitution as 
it is on the other.” Major Harney said it 
would require something stronger than water 
to do justice to that toast, and Capt. Jenkirs 
remarked, "It will never do to throw cold 
water on that sentiment.” Among the guests 
present we were pleased to see Col. Mundy, 
Mayor Delph, Copts. Jenkins, Tallerday, Fitch, 
Crawley, Chas. Stancliffe, Esq , and quite a 
number of our most esteemed citizens. 



Tub Skirmish at Glasoow. — We learn from 
Surgeon C. D. Moore, of the Thirteenth Ken- 
tucky Infantry, that the Michigan regiment 
which was alluded to as having been engaged 
with the rebels at Glasgow on Wednesday, 
was not stationed at Glasgow, but that four 
companies of the regiment, which were on the 
march to Munfordville, encountered the rebels 
in the streets of Glasgow, and that neither the 
rebels nor the Federals were for some time 
aware of each other's presence. The four 
companies engaged in the fight arrived at 
Munfordville about daylight on Thursday 
morning. There is no doubt that Capt. Dick- 
ey, who bad command of the four Michigan 
companies, ns well as his men, bore themselves 
mo6t gallantly. Immediately after their arri- 
val nt Munfordville, Col. Hobson had all the 
roads leading to Munfordville heavily picket- 
ed, and will be happy to pay his respects to 
Gen. Morgan whenever he can make it con- 
venient to call. 

Akfaibs in Whitlky County. — We have 
received a letter of a date somewhat old from 
an esteemed correspondent at Williamsburg, 
Whitley county, Ky., from which we learn 
that the rebels make regular visits into that 
county from Campbell county, Tenn., where 
they have ncamp, carrying away horse’, grain, 
bogs, and provender of all kinds. They even 
take possession of the mills, of which there are 
but two in the country, grinding the grain 
which they steal into flour and meal for the 
use of their troops. There is but little subsist- 
ence of any kind in that portion of the State, 
l nt it seems too bad that the famishing residents 
should be deprived of that little. Whitley 
county now has fire hundred men in the Fed- 
eral army, and another company already- 
raised which has not yet been sworn in. We 
trust the day of deliverance for our loyal 
friends in that portion of the State is not very 
distant, 

8£&"'We learn that the Postmaster at Chi- 
cago has caused a bulletin to be displayed at 
a convenient place in the postoffice, giving 
the hours of opening and closing of every 
mail. Tho same bulletin will also announce 
any detentions of mails which may occur and 
the exact status of each mail, so that any fu- 
ture inquiries of the clerks in this direction 
will be obviated. While this arrangement is 
a most valuable and convenient one for the 
business public, it also relieves the clerks from 
the ten thousand questions asked them upon 
matters outside of their regular duties. Such 
an arrangement at the Louisville office would 
prove an accommodation to the public and a 
relief to the employes in the postoffice. 

Police P hock rhinos, Friday, Dec. 26. — 
James Youst, disorderly conduct, and shooting 
and wounding an unknown person.

Fortress Monroe, Dec. 25. 
Lient.-Col. Steitzell, of the nth Pennsyl- 
vania eavslrv, and Co!. Spear's regiment, had 
a warm engagement with the enemy at Join- 
er s bridge, on the Blackwater, yesterday, four 
miles above Franklin. He drove the enemy’s 
pickets on this side of the river, capturing 
four of them. Col. Steitzell s advance, with 
their carbines, under the gallant I.ient, John 
S. Rosses, first engaged the enemy at very 
short range. Finally, discovering them in su- 
perior numbers a' ove an.) below us on the 
river, with our very small forces of four squa- 
drons in peril of being flanked. Col. Steitzell 
concluded to retire, which he did in safetv. 

The following is from the Newbern Prog- 
ress of December 18: The Free Labor Associ- 
ation of Craven county is rrpidlv gaining 
strength. L. M . Carpenter, of this city, is 
President. 

St. Louis, Dec. 26. 

Advices received at headquarters from Pilot 
Knob are to the effect that deserters from 
Oreen's rebel regiment reports Jell Thompson 
at Pocahontas with between live and six 
thousand infantry-, mostly Missouri and Ar- 
kansas ! roops, also two regiments cavalry and 
one battery. The deserter left Pocahontas last 
Thuie lay. 

Reliable information has been received that 
Claiborne F. Jackson, the deposed Governor 
ol Missouri, died at Little Rock, Arkansas, 
about the 8th insl. 

Washington, Dec. 26. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in compli- 
ance with tbe request of the Committee of 
Ways and Means, has sent them a bill embo- 
dying his views on the first sections ot the 
bill to give authority to raise $300,000,000 for 
the service of the current year and $600,000,- 
000 for the service of the next fiscal year, and 
to raise these sums in auy of the modes here- 
tofore sanctioned by this Congress, as the pub- 
lic exigencies require, the bill to include the 
issue of 6 per cent bonds, 7.30 bonds, 7 per 
cent bonds, or bonds bearing less rates of in- 
terest, and also tbe issue ot small notes bear- 
ing 3.65 per cent interest, and legal tender 
notes bearing no interest. 

The Secretary expresses a strong detirc to 
have the limits as to the modes of the provi- 
sions and the amounts to be provided in each 
mode, defined as precisely as possible by Con- 
gress. 

Tbe remaining sections of tbe bill authorize 
the formation of hanking associations, to is- 
sue notes furnished by the United States, 
alike in form, and secured by United States 
bonds, but payable on demand by the issuing 
associations. q 

The bill, in its main features, is the same 
as that introduced by Mr. Hooper last session. 

The Secretary expresses bis profound sense 
ot the importance of this measure to the nego- 
tiations of loans, to the collection of tbe inte- 
rior revenue, ami the security of the people 
ngninst ihe evil3of an auoymous and irre- 
deemable paper money circulation. 

General Sigel, in his cross-examination, 
des:rol t> give some explanation of his 
previous testimony, to which Gen. McDowell 
objected, and the Committee went into secret 
session. Upon reopening the Committee de- 
cided that Sigel might make corrections of 
hat he had already said, but that other ex- 
altations must be deferred until the close of 
the cross-examination. 

He returned negative answers to the follow- 
ing questions: Whether he knew the strength 
of Ricketts's division, which had been assigned 
in a ’general order, which he (Sigel) admitted 
to have seen, the duty of overtaking Long- 
street at or near Thoroughfare Gap; whether 
he knew that the Rhode Island cavalry had 
been sent tip from Newmarket, on the west 
side of the Bull Run Ridge, to attack the ene- 
my's flank while he should be marching 
through Thoroughfare Gap; whether he knew 
that besides Ricketts's division two brigades of 
cavalry, under Gens. Bayard and Buford, had 
been sent to aid in the movement. 

Being asked whether he thought the 11,000 
or 12,000 men of which this expedition under 
Rickett s con-bated were sufficient to hold the 
enemy in check, he replied lie did, it the 
troops had been moved at the l ight time to the 
~ ! ght points, 

General Porter presented, through his coun- 
sel. a written protest against the reception of 
certain evidence on the part of the Govern- 
ment which lie had deemed inadmissable. 

Hon. \\ illinm Whitney, of Boston, has been 
retained by the Government as so'icitor to 
special counsel to tbe War Department. 

St. Louis, Dec. 26. 

The Ilalleck Guards left this city this morn- 
ing for Gray’s Summit, Franklin county, on 
b iccial duty. It is said they are ordered to 
that place to prevent trouble from negroes ap- 
prehended in that vicinity. There is talk of a 
threatened negro insurrection in Franklin 
county, but inquiries have failed to elicit reli- 
able foundation for such reports. There are 
but few negroes in the county— not enough to 
get up an insurrection on a very considerable 
scale. 

New York, Dee. 26. 

An investigation into frauds on the Govern 
nu-nt show that out of $1,600,090 paid out in 
this city alone, from the special appropriation 
of $20,000,000 for recruiting, organizing, and 
drilling volunteers, nearly one-half has been 
paid on fraudulent accounts. Nearly one thou- 
sand persons have been engaged in the matter, 
but they are not all implicated. 

Boston, Dec. 26. 

Mr. Luther Johnson, Cashier of the Union 
Bank of Haverhill, was drowned yesterday 
while skating. 

A fire this morning caused considerable 
damage to tbe granite building Nos. 221 and 
223, on Washington street A Ider k Post, 
picture frame dealers, Jesse Briggs, photo- 
grapher, and J. B. Bolton, engraver, occu- 
pants of tbe building, had their stocks par- 
tially destroyed. 

ARRIVAL OK THE 8TEAMER ECBOPA. 

Aalifax, Dec. 26. 

The Europa, from Liverpool 13th via Queens- 
town 24th, arriredat 10:30 last night. 

The newspaper comments on American af- 
fairs are generally of an important character. 
The Shipping Gazet e says the Ariadne has 
en ordered to join Admiral M.lne's squadron 
nt Bermuda. Tiiis movement looks like a con- 
centration of the disposable force of Milne’s 
squadron in the localities in which tbe recently 
reported outrages on British shipping by Fed- 
eral cruisers have been perpetrated, with a 
knowledge that there is no force at hand 
capable of protecting British vessels. The 
Gazette thinks that even Wilkes will hardly 
venture upon further violation of neutral 
Territory. 

A general meeting of the Atlantic Tele- 
graph Company was held in London on the 
1 2th. Hon. James Stuart Worlley presided 
and Rated the terms on which it was proposed 
to raise 600,000 pounds new capital, ns already 
published. He announced that within three 
days 2.’>,000 pounds had, in response U> the cir- 
culars, been subscribed. A resolution was 
carried to raise tbe new capital, in shares of 
five pounds each, for laying a new cable. The 
meeting was regarded as most encouraging 
and successful. The Daily News and Star and 
other journals warmly advocate the claims of 
the company. The Times says notification 
has been advertised that the new undertaking 
for laying the cable has been formed, with 
continental support, and will shortly be intro- 
duced. 

France . — There are again rumorsdn Paris of 
unfavorable news from Mexico. Urgent calls 
for reinforcements have been made, and they 
will be sent under the device of establishing a 
eserve at Martinique. 

The Cardinal, Archbishop of Paris, has gone 
to Rome, it is rumored in the Dame of the 
Emperor, to explain to the Pope the Emperor’s 
views, with a view to the concession necessary 
ou the part ot the Pontifical government. 

Italy . — In a duel between Garibaldi's eldest 
son and Colonel Palevicine, who captured 
Garibaldi, the young man is said to have re- 
ceived a mortal wound in the side, and the 
Colonel was seriously hurt. 

Latest via Queenston — London, Dee. 13. — 
Nothing important in politics. The Bank of 
Russia has reduced its rate of discount from 
b }-2 to 5 P cent. 

It is rumored that St. Petersburg will shortly 
be declared a free port.

From Havana. — The steamship Union, from 
Havana Dec. 15, arrived at New York on Mon- 
day. The news brought by her is contained 
in tbe following letter: 

Havana, Dec. 15. 

There have been no arrivals from Mexico or 
South America since my last letter, and little 
of importance has transpired here. 

Onr new captain-general, the Marquis de 
Catelforit, arrived here at 8 P. M on the 9lb 
inst., but did not land until the 11th at 9 A. 
M. He received n less enthusiastic reception 
than usual, owing to some misunderstanding 
as to when he would land. The public gath- 
ered together on the 10th instant to receive 
him. and many who were disappointed at his 
not landing on that day, did not go again to 
receive him on the 11th. 

Gen. Serrano left on the 12th instant in the 
San Quentin. He was accompanied by eight 
steamers, chartered for the occasion, to the 
mouth of tbe harbor. These were filled with 
ladies and gentlemen, and all the vessels were 
handsomely decorated with flags, the bands 
on board playing royal marches, etc. A na- 
tional salute was fired as General Serrano 
passed the fortifications. 

The new Captain-General, we are told, 
brings the power of removing the walls 
around the old city, w hich will open a large 
tract of land. The walls have long been use- 
less, ns the greater part of thecitv is outside 
of them. 

The “secesh” intended going in the rebel 
steamer Atlantic to accompany General Ser- 
rano out as a mark of courtesy, but be request- 
ed them not to do so, and General Dulee for- 
bade it; so they had a ball on board the YVm. 
G. Hughes instead, which was rather a small 
and poor affair, aud which broke up about 
midnight. 

Tu-nielit the rebels are haring a grand ball 
at the house occupied by Mr. Helm, the relul 
agent, and Mr. C'a vford, rebel vice-consul, 
acting as consul-general. The officers of her 
Britannic Majesty’s men-of-war Vesuvius, Im- 
mortality, and !-te dy, with the bauds of music 
belonging to tho=e vessels, are the lions of the 
gathering. 

We have still some 40,000 boxes of sugar of 
the old crop on hand. 

1 lie unusual and very late rains have some- 
what injured nnd very 'much retarded the new 
crop, which, it is said", will be small. 

There have been no arrivals of rebel vessels, 
save two with cotton, one of which was from 
Matamoras. 

Tbe Magnolia has been here from Key West, 
and the Wacbusetts and Sonoma are now’ 
here, with all well on board. 

The Diario of the 6th says: 

“We announced recently the presence of 
another Confederate (blockade ruuner) steam- 
er, the California, in the Bay of Alacrantes, 
Gulf of Campeacby, but we are ignorant 
whether she has as yet sailed for any South- 
ern port” 

The Santiago Diario of the 6th says: 

“The French transport Jura sailed from this 
port yesterday for Vera Cruz, with supplies 
tor the French army.”

Kkntuckv and Maryland. — The London 
Times’ correspondent at Richmond has a letter 
in the issue of that paper of the 1st iast. from rs 
which the following is an extract: 

The presence of so many hading Generals 
in Richmond at this moment is significant. 

In reference to Keutucky it is idle to deny 
that there has been more disapiiointment here 
at her disloyalty to the South than nt the 
apathy of Maryland. It is considered incred- 
ible that a Smte whose interests and senti- 
ments all gravitate southwards should still 
cling to the. Union, when the Union is hope- 
less nnd discredited, nnd should, in a vniu ef- 
f irt after neutrality, subject iter fields to de- 
vastation at the hands of both utinies. The 
condition of Kentucky, if the war lasts next 
year, will be appalling. On the other hand, if 
she had heartily thrown in her lot this autumn 
with the South it is doubtful whether any at- 
tempt to carry the war further would have 
been made by the Noitb. But in Kentucky 
and Maryland'material considerations, wealth, 
nnd comfort have outweighed all other in- 
fluences. 

in the first it will be seen whether a less 
short-sighted policy, though more hazardous 
at the outset, would not eventually have 
proved much safer; in the second it must be 
remembered that scarce enough encourage- 
ment was extended to the first effort of the 
Confederacy in Maryland's behalf to justify 
any similar attempt in the future. It is hard 
to expect that a State which, like Virginia, 
has borne the heat and hurden of the war, 
which has laid bare her bosom to the smiter, 
and submitted to sacrifices hardly paralleled 
on earth, should look with patience upon the 
lukewarm zeal of other rich and powerful 
States, nnd accept their lip service as equal to 
her heart's blood. In the annals of the Old 
Dominion there will lye no loftier page than 
that which tells how month after month the 
ar which established the independence of 
the South was (ought on her willing soil, how 
Lee, and Jackson, and Stuart, and a hundred 
others were arnoog her chosen sons, and how 
upon every battlehcld rivers of the best blood 
of Virginia were freely shed rather than aban- 
don tbe title to independmee which finds its 
expression in her tierce motto ol' “Sic semper 
tyrannis.’’ 

Ikterf-stino from Fhedericksduro. — A 
Fredericksburg correspondent of the New Y ork 
Tribune writes on the 20th: 

In tbe battle of Saturday we lost no prison- 
ers, and but very few are missing. Between 
three and four hundred in the entire army 
stole away during the fight and the night fol- 
lowing, but nearly all of them were subjects 
for the hospital, and most of them have since 
been found there. The bodies of nearly all the 
commissioned officers, and many of tbe non- 
commissioned, whose friends are able to bear 
the expense, are being embalmed beneath 
tents near the railroad depot, erected for the 
purpose. Almost the first object that arreeta 
tbe attention of the visitors to tbe Army of 
the Potomac, who are hastening here to see 
their wounded friends, is a vast pile of coffins 
standing before the embalmer's quarters. 

The list of officers killed and .wounded is a 
most fearful one. Many companies are being 
commanded by non-commissioned officers, 
regiments by Captain?, brigades by Majors, 
and divisions by Colonels. 

The rebel sharpshooters, in almost every 
battle we fought, devoted themselves entirely 
to the brilliant uuifoims of the officers, wlo 
still persist in going tipon the battle-field as 
richly dressed as if they were entering a ball 
room. It is difficult, on the contrary, with the 
most powerful glass, to distinguish a rebel of- 
ficer. Nearly all I have seen are as meanly 
dressed as their poorest privates; and their 
rank can only lie discovered by the superior 
intelligence they exhibit, or the deference and 
obedience paid to them by the common sol- 
diers. 

Through several letters you have already 
learned that we took on Saturday nearly one 
thousand rebel prisoners, but that instead zf 
being captured by tbe superior skill of our of- 
ficers, they threw down their arms and came 
over to us when there was not the least ne- 
cessity for their doing so, and when it would 
have been almost impossible for us to have 
taken them. Nearly all ot these soldiers were 
from North Carolina, and expressed themselves 
tired of the war and nt heart friends of tbe 
Union. 

Since recrossing the Rappnhnnnock we have 
heard, of course, much about going into win- 
ter quarters, ana strangers visiting the army 
think, from the great activity in building huts 
and digging cellars, that it is absolutely cer- 
tain that we are to make no further offensive 
movements this season. In reply to theques- 
tion, “When will we be ready to move again?” 
Gen. Burnside answered this morning, “We 
are ready to move now, and nothing is wani- 
ng to commence another campaign.” I believe 
this to be literally true. Tne evacuation 
ot Fredericksburg w as so well conducted, and 
the amount of stores and ammunition on band 
so immense, in anticipation of a march upon 
Richmond, that the battle of Saturday, nnd 
the tremendous cannonade of Thursday, hard- 
made a perceptible impression upon the 
commissary, quartermaster, or ordnance dc- 
lariments. I am informed that three such 
mttles could haw- been fought, and then there 
would have been enough shot and shell on 
hand to have routed an army and demolished 
Richmond. 

Great as was our loss Ijpfore the heights of 
Fredericksburg-, so large is the Army of the 
Potomac that in riding through the different 
cor)« one can scarcely miss the number. It is 
only when visiting individual divisions and 
brigades that great gaps can be seen, and stout 
forms and brave faceB are. missed.

That narrow view of vegetation which en- 
closes the vast inland deserts of Australia 
presents not, a circumstance of superiority for 
this object overthcimmen.se natural pastures 
of our Western and Southwestern States and 
Territories, and it is manifestly inferior to 
them in important conditions. Portions of it 
are destitute of running streams hundreds of 
miles, and it is subject to the periodical recur- 
rence of droughts, which, in some cases, have 
extended through years, drying up all minor 
vegetation and proving most destructive to 
flocks and herds. The Government land is 
higher in price than in the United States. Its 
distance hum the wool market equals nearly 
half the circumference of the globe; vet its 
exports of wool rose between 1810 and 1850 
from 167 ponnds to 40,000,000 pounds. South 
America is also becoming an extensive pro- 
ducer and exporter of this staple. 

England has 590 sheep to the square mile. 
United States, exclusive of territories, have 
about 48 to the square mile. The American 
Merino yield 50 per cent more than his Span- 
ish ancestor, without a deterioration in its 
quality. 

No country has ever been so liberal in im- 
porting tbe most highly estimated foraign 
breeds of sheep, none have been more suc- 
cessful in acclimating them. Some have 
greatly improved among us, and none, it is 
believed, have degenerated. In view of all 
the preceding facts, it would seem most an- 
omalous that a people so intelligent aud en- 
terprising as is our own should have advanced 
so slowly in one of the most important 
departments of industry, should have con- 
sented so long and so largely to import a 
prime necessary of life which they could actu- 
ally produce and market at a less cost than the 

tsso.

Bowling Gksen, Dec. 19, 1862. 

Gentlemen: A few lines from here I tru c t 
will not come amiss. We are again overrun 
with soldiers. The talk is that all the Ten- 
nessee troops will here be formed into a divi- 
sion. Gen. Wm. Leroy Smith, the gallant 
hero of many battles, was united in marriage 
yesterday evening with Miss Durham, of this 
place. The.v were afterwards serenaded by 
the 4th Kentucky minstrel band, and by a 
Teunessee band. May their paths through 
life be strewn with roses (minus the thorns). 

It is but natural that I should take a deep 
interest in the welfare aud prosperity of our 
Kentucky soldiers, ami it pains rue exceeding- 
ly to find that the little delicacies and ex- 
tras so needful to tbe sick or convalescent 
soldier, and which I was led to believe the 
Sanitary Commission would supply to all regi- 
ments, are not to be found in any of the Ken- 
tucky regiments encamped here, aud the men 
of the 4th Kentucky Cavalry tell me that they 
never have received any thing of the kina 
from any source. 

Another and a more grievous wrong ig done 
to some of our soldiers by not giving them 
live and thorough-going men for leaders— men 
of good, sound common sense — men that are 
able to tike a regiment into act'on with some 
prospect of bringing honor upon themselves 
and State. 

Does not the disgraceful surrender of Mur- 
freesboro, of Clarksville, and of llartdville 
teach us thaf there are bad officers and lead- 
ers among our army? Should not those offi- 
cers be discharged that can' t ada**t themselves 
to a military life? Should not those officers 
be discharged that, through old age and dull- 
ness of intellect, are not able to drill and nev- 
er will learn? And yet I can find men whose 
ages oorder on the age ofdotage, and whose in- 
firmities will not allow them to ride more 
than 15 or 20 miles per da}’ — men who are 
fifteen months in service and never drilled 
their regiment; most of the time away from 
their men, hut always present when pay day 
comes, in command of regiment-! composed of 
the very best fighting material Kentucky can 
boast of? 

When General Rosecran3 took command of 
tue army of the Cumberland, nnd got. special 
permit from the War Department to muster 
out inefiiicient officers, I expected that, at 
least, the most glaringly inefficient oue3 
would be discharged immediately, but my ex- 
pectations are not realized. I think it high 
time that our lighting tree bs pruned of its 
dead and decaying limb3, or else the General's 
Nightcap Brigade will be turned into a Di- 
vision. My experience teaches me that good 
officers can make good soldiers out of bad ma- 
terial, but poor officers will spoil good sol- 
diers, and it is surprisingly strange to me why 
there is such an apathy, such a neglect in the 
proper officers to investigate charges of ineffi- 
ciency and neglect of duty brought daily 
aga : nst commnjadres of regiments and compa- 
nies. 

Commanders surely ought to be able to 
drill their men. They are expected to have 
the confidence of their commands. But how 
in the name of Go-1 can men have confidence 
in a Colonel who has been in service fifteen 
months but never drilled the regiment, and 
can't drill? What guarantee can such a com- 
mander give that fie will be able to mameuvre 
his men in battle and bare even chances with 
our wily foe? As I have said before, it is 
passing strange that a matter of such vital 
importance to the success and well-being of 
an army ha3 been so long neglected, and unless 
such men are discharged we may expect disas- 
ter after disaster to befal our array.

The Sanitary Commission closes its work 
of benevolence in I’errv villi*. K v., .o-day. 

It may be well for the public to know what 
they have done in alleviating the suffering of 
the wounded in this place. They will sec 
from it that this Commission is indispensable, 
aud the necessity of greater clforts to make 
and keep it efficient. 

Since the 12th day of October they have 
distributed the following articles, besides hun- 
dreds ot min. r articles, and numerous delica- 
cies of diet that would he impossible to enu- 
merate: 605 cotton aaejeotton flannel draw rs. 
1 15 woollen drawers, KJ4 cotton shirts, 2 SD 
woollen shirts, 448 sheets, 450 towel3, 285 bed- 
quilti and blankets, 3C1 pairs wool socks, 284 
pillow slips, 54 barrels onions, potatoes, and 
dried fruit, 12 kegs butter, wines, berries, can- 
ned fruit, Ac., Ac. 

Without the above articles the condition of 
the wounded here would have been intolerable. 
Situated 75 miles from Louisville, it was im- 
possible to get hospital supplies with deficient 
t ansportation for some weeks. Within two 
d tvs efter the public could be made aware of 
the fact that a bait.e had aciuady occurred at 
Perryvillc, the Commission had their supplies 
here. They came when cur condition was 
enbre'y destitute. Too much praise cannot 
be bestowed upon geutiemcn who had this 
Commission in charge. Coi. C. B. Flood. 
the;r agent here, has been trniy faithful and 
indefatigable in the discharge of his duties. 
Prompt to distribute to the truly needy, he 
was quick to detect every effort to impose 
upon the charities of the institution; thus 
seeing that everything was properly bestowed. 

It is to be hoped that the commission muv 
always succeed in getting such faithful and 
competent men for agents, for the public will 
surely give with a more liberal hand when 
they know that tbeir benevol-n.-e is not mis- 
applied.

EARLY RECOLLECTIONS.

UNCLE TOM’S CABIN. 

Some time after Mrs. Beecher Stowe ba*l 
her abolition production, called “Uncle Tom a 
Cabin,” published, and it had t:«ken a ruu, 
such a? works of fiction often do, without any j 
one being able to account for the morbid ap- i 
petite that craves su it books, we saw it stated 
in a newspaper that Henry Ward Beecher had 
represented, in a public lecture he was deliv- 
ering, that there was such a personage as 
Uncle Tom — areal character, ou whoso his- 
tory his sister founded her book; that Uncle 
Tom lived in a cabin near Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, at the time he himself reside l there, aud, ! 
in connection with his account of Uncle Tom, j 
he spoke in very feeling terms ol his own 
early trials in beginning his ministry at In- I 
dianapolis, and the word* of encouragement ‘ 
received by him from the then Governor, N. j 
Noble, of that State, under whose protection j 
Uncle Tom then lived. 

At the time of this notice, we wrote a short ■ 
account of what we knew of Uncle Tom and 
his history, which we intended to olTer to the ! 
Louisville Journal for publication, but at the | 
time a political contest was going on, occupy- j 
ing ii8 columns with discussions we considered » 
of more consequence to our real interests than j 
forty Uncle Tom s Cabius could ever be, how- 
ever much interest people took in reading 
them. The result was wc threw the manu- 
script in the fire, without asking the Journal 
to print it, or even saying anything about our 
writing. 

\\ e nave sometimes thought that we had 
done wrong in not making known the facts 
about Unde Tom, as we have since found 
many abolition brothers and sister?, and other 
weak-minded story-loving readers, who be- 
lieved firmly that t'mre was not only such a 
personage fis Uncle Tom. but that his life and 
history were truthfully ^iven by Mrs. Beecher 
Stowe, and that all of her other characters 
were drawn from life. 

In one thing she gave Uncle Tom’s charac- 
ter correctly. He was a nobleman by nature, 
and a Christian by practice — what Used to be 
called an old -fashioned Virginia gentleman — 
a man of mark wherever lie went. For, 
though a negro, and a full-blooded one, his 
personal appearance was commanding, and 
his open, gentlemanly countenance made him 
warm friends of all persons, white and black, 
who became acquainted with him. He lived 
to be, as was believed, over one hundred years 
of age, and, whilst a slave, was never out of 
the family to which he belonged. He was 
horn and raised in the family of Nobles, of 
Virginia; came to Kentucky, the property of 
Dr. Thomas Nobfi*, who lived, when he first 
came* to Kentucky, back of Covington, then 
Campbell, now Kenton county, about t“Q 
miles, nt a place which was afterward the 
farm of Major Winston, and on which he 
lived m id y years. Dr. Noble afterwards 
moved to Boone county, at a place afterwards 
called Bellevue, and there lived many years, 
and whs there buried. 

Dr. Noble was a man of tbe old school, the 
compeer of Major Thomas Martin, Col. John 
Grant, and his brother, Squire Grant, General 
James Taylor, George Gordon, and many 
other early settlers, who were old men when 
we were a boy; men full of that jollity and 
good nature so common among the early set- 
tlers of Kentucky; who took part of tbeir 
time, and a goodly part of it, too, to the culti- 
vation of the social graces; who loved each 
other as sparsely settled people, in a new 
country, always do, and did not make the 
gain of' dollars and cents the only or chief ob- 
I Ject of life. 

After Dr. Noble’s death, Uncle Tom con- 
tinued on the farm ami managed the same, un- 
der thc^irection of his mistress, until she 
died, wain, under some arrangement amongst 
the heirs, Thomas and Sarah, his wife, were 
permitted to go free. 

During the period that Uncle Tom was chief 
overseer for Mrs. Noble, our first recollection 
of him began. We were a small boy, and 
being on a visit to kindred were playing with 
an uncle, also a boy about our age, in the vi- 

I daily of Mrs. Noble’s burn, when wc h^ard 
the sound of stripes being pretty well laid on 
some person, who was begging earnestly to 
be let off; on looking through a crack in the 
j side of the barn we saw old man Thomas ad- 
| ministering upon a young negro man pretty 
severely. 

The cause, U3 we learned, was that tbe young 
hegro had failed to worm a piece of tobacco 
which Thomas had directed, when leaving 
home a day or two before, and which bis ex 
perienced eye detected to have been greath 
slighted by the young negro. 

Young as we were we could but express our 
astonishment at the yoHng negro man submit- 
ting to bo whipped, when Tho-nas remarked, 
“lie knew he deserved it. my son, for disobe- 
dience of my orders, and for telling a story 
by saying he had killed all the worms, when 
the plants showed the contrary.” 

Uncle Tom believed that the negroes were, 
in the general, better off with good masters 
than to be left to themselves; that white peo- 
ple never would recognize them as equals, nor 
consent to tbeir having equality with them, in 
church or State. 

His own history verified his belief. When 
Mrs. Noble died, Thomas, who had never 
thought of leaving her whilst she lived, was 
• advised to go to Cincinnati and live; that he 
1 would there find many of his race iree, and 
j have their society, and be where he could have 
’ church advantage?. lie spent some days 
amongst the free negroes of Cincinnati, and 
' returned to the house of one of liis advisers 

with this answer- “Miss 31 I can’t live 

with the people I have seen in Cincinnati. 

! They would not suit me to live with. But 
few of them* work, ami nearly all are worth- 
less. I um going to get master X to buy 

; rne,some groan*! near Lawrcnceburg, where

The mock setiBihility, which so often has 
wept over Uncle Tonvs foje, has lost its tears 
over a fiction. We have ourself seen men and 
women making a great to do over the ne- 
groes, who would let tho poor white woman 
and their children perish with hunger and 
cold. 

Wc have now before us the wives of half a 
dozen soldiers, whose husbands have been 
forced by absolute want to enlist and go to 
war to earn bread for their families, some ol 
whom may never see home again, and ihrse 
Beecher Stowe?, and other abolition whiners, 
all around and about, shed no tears lor iheir 
own white sisters, but if a full grown negro 
leaves his homo for another what a cry of 
agony is heard. 

Three of the Noble family yet live, who can 
correct us it we have not stated Uncle Tom's 
history aright.

Question — At any time did Gen. Woodbury 
go to you and suggest that it would l»e impos- 
sible to get pontoons and stores at Falmouth 
a.3 soon as expected, and that was the reason 
it was to be advisable that the movement of 
the army of Burnside should be delayed ?
